When Doctor Abbott, the long-time 


“| member of the Board of Health, made’ 


the ‘positive statement in the town 
meeting on Wednesday evening that 
there was an actual need for a sewerage 
system in Abbott and Marland Villages, 
theré was nothing further to be said, 


and there was no other decision. left to | 


the fair-minded men of the town than 
to approve the appeal made for such a 
system. Until that statement was 
made, there was little likelihood that 
the necessary two-thirds vote would be 
secured. 

The town meeting was an unusual 
affair, fortunately well conducted, al- 
though unfortunately at times showing 
considerable personal feeling that had 
no place where a simple discussion of a 
case and the merits involved, was the 
only proper procedure. Never in the 
writer’s knowledge has there come be- 
fore the town an important matter in so 
crude a form and so badly prepared as 
was this particular proposition. A 


number of amendments should have 


been made to the motion, but the tem- 
per of those who were in favor of action 
was such that it was not wise to raise 
what some termed “mere technicali- 
ties”. We sincerely trust that these 
“mere technicalities” may not be dis- 


turbing factors to stand in the way of 
actual progress in working out what 
the meeting desired to have done, but 


we have'grave fears that they may. 


The young man who presented the 
case for some of the petitioners exhibited 
an interesting personality. He talked 
for an hour and a quarter in a manner 


that was far from convincing, but can 


be forgiven for his verbosity on the 
ground of youth, which unfortunately 
all of us outgrow. He has qualities that 


the Board of Public Works would give 
sufficient time to that department to 
study all of the service rendered in as 


careful detail as he has applied to the 


study of the pump: on Central street? 
He might discover that some other 
parts of the service could have centrifu- 
gal reorganization that would show pos- 
sibilities of making some more 200 
per cent savings. Then again, it might 
be discovered that it would cost as much 
per gallon to run a pump ten hours at a 
dollar an hour as it would to run it 
twenty hours at fifty cents per half- 
hour, just as we discovered Wednesday 
evening how the saving was to be ef- 
fected by shifting the pumping-place 
for Central Street sewage from Central 
Street to Stimson’s bridge. 5 


A Big Subject 


The failure of the attempted legis- 
lative action relative to a study of the 
distribution of farm products is in a 
measure to be regretted. It is true that 
we multiply commissions pretty rapidly 
in Massachusetts, and more than likely 
that had the most to do with the attitude 
of the Legislature in this issue: But 
‘the distribution of farm products is a 
pretty serious problem and in no State 
more serious than in Massachusetts. 

We have made very little — in 
providing facilities that will handle our 
perishable produce with such economy 
and efficiency as to make the loss as low 
as possible. The same old. crude 
methods obtain in Massachusetts that 
have been in force here for many years; 
for instance, in shipping apples, in ship- 
ping cabbages, in marketing peaches, 
and in the handling of scores of other 
.kinds of produce which New England 
raises.

Now that the Board of Health has 
learned how to express in open meeting 
its attitudé upon important questions 
affecting the health of the community, 
it may be timely to suggest that it insist 
with all the power it possesses in having 
the laws enforced that shall ‘lock the 
door” in many parts of the town where 
the property-owners are daily offending 
in the form of sewer connections not 
made, in cesspools not properly cared 
for, in drainage reaching natural water 
sources where it should not be allowed, 
and in many other ways. 

As usual, the town was edified and en- 
lightened by a dessertation upon the 
number of million (or billion, we don’t 
know which it is,) of gallons of water 
which go to waste each year in perform- 
ing certain service now under the control 
of the Board of Public Works. It is 
surprising to see how satisfactory all 
existing equipment is when the Depart- 
ment of Public Works is on the defence, 
and how unsatisfactory any particular 
part of that service becomes when there 
is an opportunity to change it at the 


Dut there is little question that they are 
fairly conservative at that. If an 
official investigation would go further, 
and not only prove the truth, but make 
jthe findings so that the public would 
appreciate the conditions, we would be a 
long way on the journey toward the 
correction. Waste! Waste! Waste! 
there is no other problem of any im- 
portance at all in comparison before the 
American people. :

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Obituary 


GEORGE SPOFFORD COLE 


Born, July 2, 1836 
Died, April 2, 1915 


George Spofford Cole died suddenly 
at his home on Chestnut street this 
morning. Although suffering the last 
two days from an intestinal trouble that 
has bothered him for several years, Mr. 
Cole had been in practically as good 
health as for some time according to all 
appearances. On going to his room 
this morning early, Frank*M. Smith, 
who lives at the house, found him lying 
on the floor with appearances that 
death had come a short time previous. 
Medical Examiner Dow stated that 
death was due to heart failure. 

George S. Cole was one of nine sons 
born to Ephraim and Sarah Spofford 
Cole in West Boxford. He learned the 
carpenter’s trade early in life and upon 
completing his apprenticeship, came to 
Andover and began work as an assistant 
in the box factory of E. Kendall Jen- 
kins, then located in what was known 
as Falls Woods. He then moved to the 
shop now owned by Hardy & Cole, first 
as an assistant and afterward as owner, 
part of the time in partnership with 
Lewis T. Hardy. Some years later the 
box shop was given up, and Mr. Cole 
devoted the following years until he 
retired from the contracting business, 
as a builder and contractor. During 
that time he constructed the new build- 
ings and reconstructed the old buildings 
of practically all the plants carried on by 
M. T. Stevens & Sons in Andover, North 
Andover and Haverhill. He also had 
charge of the construction of the 
Stevens mansion in North Andover and 
the rebuilding and new construction of 
several of the best residences in Andover. 

For more than forty years he had been 
a Deputy Sheriff of Essex County and 
for the last fourteen years had devoted 
practically all of his time to the work 
of that office. He had attended court 
in all of the courts of Essex County 
—— — B - court sessions and

Another son, George 
Warren Cole, died twenty-two years 
ago leaving one child, and two daugh- 
ters survive, Mrs. Edward S. Gould 
with her husband and two daughters, 
and Mrs. William Leslie of Melrose 
with her husband and son ‘and daugh- 
i: making up the family to mourn the 
oss. 

Mr. Cole is survived also by four 
brothers: Joseph F. Cole and Roscoe K. 
Cole, both of Andover, Arthur E. and 
Wallace W. Cole of Salem, N. H., and 
one sister, Mrs. Melville T. Wadlin of 
‘Methuen. 

Mr. Cole had been a prominent mem- 
ber of St. Matthews lodge, serving for 
eight years as Worshipful Master during 
the period between 1873 and 1889. He 
was also a member of Andover lodge of 
Oddfellows up to some time ago. 

Of a genial nature, warm-hearted and 
generous, he gained many friends. His 
ability as a builder was widely recog- 
nized and his rank as a master mechanic 
was very high. 

Funeral services will be held on Mon- 
day from his late home on Chestnut 
street at 2 p.m., and will be conducted 
by Rev. E. V. Bigelow. Interment will 
take place in the family lot in Spring 
Grove cemetery.

TOW VOTES BS FOR SEWER 


Record Gathering of Voters at a Special Meeting ‘asia 
$75,000 For Extension Through Abbott 
and Marland Villages 


The Abbott and Marland Village 
sewer is to be built. The important 
question which has been the topic of 
conversation in almost every sort of.a 
gathering since its postponement at the 


annual town meeting on March 1, has | 


now been settled by the voters of Ando- 
ver, and the sewer will be constructed 
under the plans approved and presented 
by the firm of McClintock & Woodfall. 

The special town meeting of Wednes- 
day evening brought out a large gather- 
ing of citizens who were interested in 
the matter, and some interesting and 
entertaining arguments for and against 
the sewer were presented by various 
speakers. At the conclusion of the 
arguments the vote was taken and the 
petitioners were victorious by the over- 
whelming vote of 251 to 14.

Of paying any portion of the cost 
of the extension of the sewerage 
system in the Town of Andover to 
what is known as the Abbott and 
Marland Village sections in accord- 
ance with plans drawn by McClin- 
tock & Woodfall, and that the 
treasurer with the approval of the 
selectmen be and hereby is author- 
ized to borrow said sum and to issue 
therefor bonds or notes of the 
Town bearing interest at the cur- 
rent rate but not to exceed five per 
centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually January 1 and July 1, 
said bonds or notes to be signed by 
the treasurer of the Town, and 
countersigned by a majority of the 
selectmen and Board of Public 
Works and to be under the seal of 
the Town. They shall bear upon 
their face the words ‘ Andover 
Sewer Loan of 1915”, and the state- 
ment that they are exempt from 
taxation in Massachusetts.

sewerajge systems, both based upon 
original plans of McClintock & Wood- 
fall. .One covers more territory than 
the other; the larger plan covers con- 
siderably more .streets that are not 
occupied .by houses. The property- 
owners who are petitioners have no de- 
sire to’force anyone who does not want 
the ‘sewer to be taxed for it, but are 
anxious that it be put in for their com-

The actual 
difference in nse between the two 
plans ig almost $15,000, but it is for the 
voters ti decide which of. the plans 
would be the best to follow if the system 
js to be, constructed, The larger plan 
is as follows: Starting at the present 
pumping-house on Phillips street, on 
Piccolo: avenue, down Central street to 
the junction of Andover street, then 
‘follow along the river bed with the main 
pipe line.” When the Smith & Dove 
dry shed is reached, it would be neces- 
sary to-go again into the highway to 
Abbott, Village center, then up Shaw- 
sheen road about 125 feet where it will 
again be necessary to enter private land 
and run to the iron bridge on Stevens 
street; then to a man-hole on the trunk 
line on, North Main street. Into the 
main line would enter branch lines from 
Red Spring road, Cuba, Essex, Shaw- 
sheen road as far as the residence of 
Arthur Boutwell. There would be laid 
a 16-inch main which would be large 
enough for all roads in that section and 
also for the extension to Ballardvale, 
should the occasion ever demand it.

? Erzroom, Feb. 1, 1915, 
My dear Dr. Barton: 

Mr. Partridge has no doubt 
written-to you about- how we happened 
to start out for Erzroom and I ought to 
have written before about things here 
but perhaps the letter will explain a 
little why I have not. 

Our journey of ten days distance took 
us twenty-one days. We had all sorts 
of adventures and accidents. Qne 
araba rolled down the mountain and its 
three horses with it and another time 
one horse went down the mountain side 
until it accumulated enough snow to 
stop it. No ohe was hurt however and 
only one horse died on the way. 

The first news when we arrived was 
that the Stapletons were all sick with 
typhus. Mrs. Sewny being the best 
nurse, devoted herself to them and the 
rest of us began to look around to see 
what we would better do. The city is 
one big hospital. Every available 
building is filled with the wounded and 
sick. On January first we came here 
to look over the proposition of the Vali 
to také charge of this hospital where I 
am now, to be opened by the Turkish 
women of the city exclusively for officers. 
We had just decided to do it when a 
telegram came from a village nine hours 
from here saying that Dr. Levon Sewny 
was sick and for his wife to come to him. 
Mrs. Sewny and I started off that very 
day and with every kind of difficulty and 
hardship that’ can be expected at the 
front within the sound of the cannon, 
we got to his bedside the next evening. 
He was just in the last stages of typhus 


and lived only two days. The horror 
and sadness of his death cannot be e- 
scribed, but it was the greatest comfort 
to both him and his wife that they could 
be together those last hours: It took us 
two days to get the rudest kind of a box 
which they finally managed by breaking 
up a door and then we brought the body 
ona horse to Erzroom. 

Mrs. Sewny had no time to mourn for 
the very next day Dr. Case was taken 
down with typhus and she had to stay 
with him. Meanwhile Dr. Clark and 
Miss Zenger had come over here and 
opened this hospital and it was thought 
best that I should e Miss Zengcer’s 
place and let her go and see what could 
be done at the American hospital. 

At the first inrush of wounded the 
American hospital, the boys’ schoo! and 
the girls’ school had been filled to over- 
flowing with soldiers under the charge of 
the government. Two German ladies 
had been helping, but they had both 
come down with typhus also the drug- 
gist and head Turkish doctor and things 
had gotten into a dreadful state. Miss 
Zenger made a heroic effort and a new 
Turkish doctor helped and now things 
are gradually looking better. The Ger- 
man ladies are better now and: able to 
help a little and now Dr. Clark and his 
druggist have gone ovef there, so we 
have hope that things will go better 
there. I was obliged to stay here as we 
had promised our help, so here I am with 
eighty Turkish officers as patients and 
all the doctors and officials of all sorts 
Turkish. It is by all odds the best 
hospital in the city and, as usual, the 
easy part came to me. 

The Armenians are planning to open 
a new hospital and as soon as Mrs. Case 
gets out of danger (I forgot to say that 
she came down with typhus twleve days 
after her husband), Mrs. y and 
Miss Zenger will be able to help them 
a little about getting started, and they 
are planning to empty the rest of the 
American buildings once to finish 
cleaning. 

Our present condition is as follows: 
the Stapletons all over typhus, but Mrs. 
Stapleton has some trouble with her 
foot as a result of typhus but that also 
is better now.. Dr. Case. is::alk over 
typhus, but weak. Mrs. Case is just 

| passing her crisis and we think .out of 
‘ danger, although she has been very near

I cannot, of course, write freely of all 
we see and hear.’ I feel as if I were a 
different person from thé one that left 
Sivas not two months ago. I-do not 
feel that I am doing much, but what 
would they have done without Mrs.
